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PAMPHLET PRODUCTION INGENUITY the 
production viewpoint, increasing use lighter papers is, 
course, mixed blessing. may help keep the binders’ 
customers happy because them with greater print- 
ing surface. the machines, however, the thinner stocks are 
headache, adding production troubles due inexperienced 
help, and little enough that. 

One pamphlet binder probably echoed the experience the 
trade general when said recently that production was his 
chief worry. There’s plenty work, but few dependable 
workers. Even with experienced help, the pamphlet jobs now 
are apt trickier, more pages are squeezed smaller, 
lighter sheets. normal times there were those sweet ad- 
promotional pieces, printed good substantial stock, 
with generous margins, presenting only run-of-the-shop fold- 
ing and trimming problems. Now it’s different. 

The worry this particular binder over what was take 
the place the promotion man’s dream children has pretty 
much dissolved with increase religious matter and tech- 
nical pamphlets. School textbooks have not slackened off either. 
The lighter papers and economy formats, however, have 
largely substituted production worries for their price and order 
cousins while back. 

Many these items, moreover, designed they are for 
study and repeated usage, have bound stay—and 
plenty. his shop, the binder question has set his own 
system materials priority. School pamphlets, for instance, 
get their full quota stitches and re-enforcements. The jobs 
which figures won’t roughly handled the end user 
receive economy material treatment. That doesn’t mean they’re 
carelessly bound, merely production-streamlined eliminate 
luxury extras that aren’t absolutely necessary for appearance 
and use. 

Present conditions seem have shifted the pamphlet bind- 
attention from externals—the customer, the order, the 
primarily production and personnel man.

tive orders, was the major development emanating from 
Washington during the month. The new order, which 
explained detail herewith, will directly affect all major 
book manufacturers and not few publication and trade 
binders. 

One other development interest was the promulga- 
tion order L-188, amended March 16, permit the 
use zine coating metal parts for loose-leaf binders 
and covers and blankbooks. was one the first 
metals vanish from the loose-leaf industry scene, and 
thus follows the restoration part the basic metals 
quota the industry. 

CMP Materials Plan) Regulation No. 
was amended considerably late February but still does 
not withdraw from manufacturers printing trades 
machinery and equipment, loose leaf binders, and the 
producers printing and publishing their right use 
Preference Rating AA-2 MRO (Maintenance, Repair 
and Operating) supplies, they use more than $5000 
worth per year, which case they are limited each 
quarter, one-fourth the amount they spent for such 
supplies 1942, amount the same used any 
corresponding quarter their base year.

new WPB specifically 
known M-300, went into 
effect April putting glue supply entirely differ- 
ent basis than heretofore. Bookbinding comes under 
the order. revokes the previously issued 
thus eliminating the percentage quota system, 
and sets allocation system, under which WPB as- 
sumes complete control, from one calendar quarter 
another, over the amount glue allowed each in- 
dividual binder. the first such direct allocation 
order hit the industry. 

Companion orders issued the same time M-300, 
are aimed increasing the amount hide chrome 
glue stock available for glue manufacture. The orders 
restrict the use hide glue stock production gela- 
tin, and prohibit use chrome stock direct manu- 
facture textile treating agents. From these processes, 
estimated, total 1500 additional tons monthly 
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Users must file estimates quantity 
and purpose, for WPB’s approval 


hide glue stock will diverted for all glue manu- 
facture purposes. can assumed that some percent- 
age this will filter through end use binders. 


M-300 continues the basic exemption 
1200 pounds per user per quarter hide and extracted 
bone glue, and adds 6,000 pounds green bone glue. 
other words, binder using not more than 1200 
pounds per calendar quarter hide and extracted bone 
glue, and not more than 6,000 pounds green bone 
glue, not required make application WPB. 
required, however, furnish, along with his order 
the supplier, certificate stating that his total orders 
for the quarter not exceed the basic exemptions. The 
supplier not permitted fill the small orders without 
this certificate. 


must file estimate 


For ANY AMOUNT GLUE over the basic exemptions, 
each binder must file with WPB Form WPB-2945 his 
application for the amount glue wishes for each 
calendar quarter. Copies may obtained from the 
nearest WPB field office. The application must filed 
not later than the 15th day the month preceding 
the allocation quarter. the case the present quarter, 
which began April the March deadline did not take 
effect, because the order was not issued until after that 
date. However, binders were expected file applica- 
tions soon possible after issuance the order. 
Five copies the application must filled out. Three 
(one must certified) War Production Board, 
Chemicals Bureau, Washington 25, C., Reference: 
M-300-8. One copy (reverse side blank) must sent 
the supplier.

may The supplier cannot deliver any orders until 
permission from WPB. 

Flexible glue, such, cannot applied for WPB 
binders who not manufacture themselves. 
the case flexible glue, the manufacturer termed the 
user the materials which into it. makes appli- 
cation WPB for his materials, then fills binders’ 
orders for flexible glue the basis the amount 
can manufacture with the raw materials receives. 
filling out Form WPB-2945, the binder will see that the 
“uses” are drawn with “bookbinding” and 
glue” listed separately. The binder who makes his own 
flexible glue must specify the amount glue plans 
use for it. must list separately the amount glue 
wishes directly into binding and the amount 
plans put into manufacture flexible glue.

postwar publishing 


New distribution methods opening 


uncharted fields for 


present book boom undeniable. Publishers contentedly 
repeat new truism, “you can sell almost anything now,” 
and book manufacturers have learned last what 
work full speed full capacity—and more. Book 
sales and production figures keep mounting dizzily, 
their heights dimmed only the storm clouds paper, 
cloth, and labor shortage. this wartime phenomenon, 
delicious bonanza period work and prosperity that 
bound burst wide open wheen the war ends, leaving 
painful memory the industry again faces harsh 
reality? it, claimed many, indication 
important change the reading habits the 
American people? change that promises for the book 
manufacturer and publisher postwar era constantly 
increasing orders for production and sales? 

searching for these answers, BaBP interviewed 
many America’s representative publishers. Their 
opinions, their manufacturing, advertising, and selling 
plans are outlined here. While still only the formula- 
tive stage, these plans indicate current trends and 
point what the industry may expect. 


reasons for present boom 


THE CURRENT UNUSUAL BOOK MARKET due com- 
bination conditions, publishers believe, none 
which itself important enough have affected the 
situation. Summarized, the five are: 

Money circulation. Increased wages and employ- 
ment have made possible for people taste buy 
more the books they had always wanted but could 
rarely afford. Book shelves home, instead being 
half empty, are gradually being filled. higher stand- 
ard living usually brings with added interest in, and 
appreciation books. 

Cheap reprints. Economies gained mass produc- 
tion have brought many books within the financial reach 
new purchasers. This not repetition the above 
since the buyers cheap reprints are usually those who 
have never purchased books before. They constitute 


new market that tapped for the first time. New read- 
ing habits are being formed that will sooner later 
turn their owners the reading and purchasing better 
grade books. 

Book clubs and other advertising. The magazines 
and movies are, sense, competitors for the leisure 
time the reader. The cultural, entertainment, and 
even prestige value books over that magazines and 
movies now being brought home potential readers 
newspaper and direct mail advertising from the publish- 
ers and from score book clubs, whose mass 
ing power enables them provide their membership 
with popular books moderate prices. 

Shortages goods. great number consum- 
able goods, from radios hairpins, are either unavail- 
able difficult obtain. Because the scarcity 
these items, purchasing power being diverted the 
book trade which, while hard hit, can still find sufficient 
paper and cloth for several million volumes year. 

War changes. These are minor explanations, but 
all have their effect. Gas rationing, high amusement 
taxes, and the loss friends the armed forces have 
left more leisure time for the average American home. 
Employees war jobs want master their new trades. 
There decidedly increased interest the reasons and 
nature the present war. All these have contributed 
push sales upward, despite the apparently mistaken 
belief that labor shortages and increased participation 
civil and wartime activities have limited free time. 


new outlets found 

THE FACTORS WHICH WILL book sales after the 
war are still too indeterminate. one New York pub- 
lisher says, have yet not made any definite plans 
regarding expansion during the post war period. While 
believe that the present boom will last some months 
years after the war, prophecies regarding the period 
after that cannot taken seriously there little in- 
formation what can cannot expected. Publish-

put. other words, something the subject 
matter the books pamphlets should indicated, 
that essentiality may determined. 


how tough will be? 


THERE OFFICIAL indicate just how tough 
the restrictions are be. probably safe say that 
there enough glue, binders will get their fair share, 
but that about far prophecy can right now. 
The very fact that the allocation order was issued, how- 
ever, seems indicate that meant used, and 
that therefore, glue supplies will tighter, rather than 
freer. For this reason, and with the possibility that the 
situation will continue tight for the duration, ways and 
means keeping fair amount books and pamphlets 


stuck together somehow, pose important problem for 


both suppliers and users. 

solving this problem that chemists, production 
men, working binders can get together, pooling their 
knowledge and ingenuity. Out these industrial pools, 
quite possible that developments may come which 
will great benefit. The ingenious experiments 
today may well become the working standard to- 
morrow.

substitutes meet expected shortage 


the sources glue, that the supply animal-base 
products whittled down dangerously, binders will not 
left high and dry. should noted that M-300 
applies only animal glues.

what are the substitutes 


THE QUESTION, is, can’t get enough 
animal glues, what are going use. BaBP has made 
careful survey both suppliers and users. The view- 
points expressed, the facts revealed the survey, pro- 
vide good cross section progressive thought and 
action the subject animal glue shortages and what 
can done about them. 

general, solutions offered were divided into two 
main categories. One stressed conservation; spreading 
available supplies, use low grade glues wherever 
possible without sacrificing quality results, order 
the amount high grade glue available for 
flexible glue manufacture. The other stressed more ex- 
perimentation—more active cooperation the part 
binders try out adhesives non-animal origin. 
was disclosed that number manufacturers have made 
startling progress with two three different kinds 
non-animal glues. Chief among these are the vegetable 
adhesives, synthetic resins, and various extenders. 

important note that none the manufacturers 


‘have claimed cure-all. The conservation point view 


and the experimental point view are not complete 
disagreement. The cross-section opinion that 
combination all the suggested remedies—conservation 
here, substitution replacement there, use extenders 
wherever possible—the situation can met. 

The new vegetable adhesives are designed mainly for 
use case-making and lining. Some are termed “semi- 
and least one instance, preliminary bind- 
ery tests have shown that they may successful 
gluing-off, where highly flexible glue required, 
United Paste and Glue Co., N.Y.C., has vegetable ad- 
hesive which can applied cold case-making, and 
which has been termed very satisfactory practical 
tests bindery. This company also has flexible 
vegetable adhesive which has undergone some tests 
gluing-off, but has not been perfected. National Adhe- 
sives Division, National Starch Products, Inc., N.Y.C., 
likewise has bindery-tested vegetable adhesive for 
case-making. run hot. Depending upon the machine 
and weight the cloth, can either used “straight” 
extender animal semi-flexible glues. Pais- 
ley Products, Inc., which has 
been successfully used case-making and lining, and 
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Flatwrap, similar adhesive adapted gumming ma- 
chines. 

Commercial Paste Co., Columbus, O., has developed 
dextrine-base adhesives which have successfully replaced 
animal and semi-flexible glues some binding opera- 
tions. This company also has pyroxylin cement. for 
cold process padding work. Certified Products Co., 
Chicago, has successfully tested starch-base product 
which ready market replacement for semi- 
flexible animal glues. 

the extender field, Precision Testing Laboratories, 
Worcester, Mass., has developed synthetic protein com- 
positions which, according the company, have shown 
great adaptability various types machinery, and 
possess substantially the same working and sticking 
properties, well permanence and flexibility, the 
flexible glues. William Hart Co., N.Y.C., also markets 
extender which has performed successfully produc- 
tion runs. Union Paste Co., Hyde Park, Mass., 
utilizing combination resin and vegetable materials. 


the synthetic resins 


THE FIELD synthetic resins that some the 
most surprising developments have taken place. These 
resin glues are designed the work flexible glues. 
The most successful results far have been the 
gluing-off process. National Adhesives has had its flex- 
ible resin product tested intensively actual produc- 


tion performance, with satisfactory results reported 


number bindery foremen. cold liquid adhesive. 
insensitive atmospheric conditions, and diluted 
with tap water according conditions use, either 
hand with machinery. Books glued-off with the resin 
glue have been rounded and backed within 
minutes afterward. 

Fuller Co., St. Paul, has bindery-tested syn- 
thetic resin flexible glue with excellent results. The com- 
pany reports, the basis its bindery tests, that the 
gluing-off operation was speedier than with animal-base 
flexible glues, and the flexibility greater. manual also 
was bound and backed with the resin glue, without 
stapling stitching. 

Three other manufacturers the way toward market- 
ing synthetic resin flexible glues, are Stein, Hall, Co., 
N.Y.C., Certified Products Co., and Commercial 
Paste Co. Swift Co.’s Glue Division and Paisley 
Products also are engaged practical experimentation. 

Conceding the workability the synthetic resin flex- 


ibles, there are three practical questions the binder 
wants answered concerning them. How much they 
cost? Will they retain their flexibility and 
qualities during use the book pamphlet? what 
quantities are they available during war-time? 


cost, they are higher, some extent, than 
animal-base flexible glues. Manufacturers hope, 
ever, they into volume production, and markets are 
assured, that the cost may lowered. durability, 
the final answer can come only with time, but 
Adhesives, for one, have put their product 
accelerated ageing tests and report satisfactory results, 
War-time availability, present, looks good. The 
synthetics are under Government allocation, course, 
but manufacturers say that far there has been 
that they won’t allowed enough material 
satisfy normal demand from binders. Naturally, due 
war-time uncertainties definite statement can made 
the future. 


the others say 


WHILE manufacturing companies are thus 
going ahead with the various types substitutes re- 
placements for glues, there are still many who 
are not. They prefer put their faith the manufac- 
ture their recognized and proven products, rather 
than into extensive experiments laboratory and 
test tube. They see the present shortage temporary, 
perhaps even being eased before the end the war. 
They take the view that real all-around substitute for 
the animal-base glues difficult find, and that when 
the present crisis over, won’t necessary. 


matter fact, few, any, the manufacturers 
engaged work substitutes, advocate complete 
swing the new products. They feel that the vegetable 
and synthetic glues, and the extenders, can definitely 
help ease serious strain supplies. They also feel 
that there will place permanently for them the 
future, that certain jobs and certain circumstances, 
they may perform more efficiently than animal-base 
glues. For the present, it’s matter utilizing all ad- 
vantages possible—conservation, substitutes replace- 
ments, extenders—in order get over the hump 
tight situation. If, doing so, basis for real improve- 
ments binding operations may laid for future 
progress, much the better. that event, the binding 
industry certainly will the gainer, with very little 
risk itself involved.

country, competently manned almost entirely young 
boys. Established over years ago order serve 
vocational training for the orphan children the 
Masonic Lodges Texas, the School Printing and 
Bookbinding self-supporting body that not only 
services the printing and binding needs the Masonic 
Order, but also contributes many its graduate students 
the leading graphic arts concerns Texas. Some 
the credit for the success the school goes Thomas 
Fletcher, Superintendent, and Russell, Principal, 
who have been consistent supporters vocational train- 
ing that would equip hundreds boys with trade 
which they may out into the world with definite as- 
surance that they can make honest living living 
wage. 

Located modern brick and stone structure, 76’ 
126’, the plant and workrooms are almost entirely en- 
cased glass. The entire north and south walls are cov- 
ered with windows and down through the central part 
roof “monitor,” all four sides which are en- 
closed glass. The ceilings are painted with aluminum. 
300-watt reflectors and six 48” fluorescent fixtures 
provide sufficient light. The main work-room 
the center, with bindery, composing, and pressroom 
divisions fanning out from it. battery linotypes, 
platen and cylinder presses, and its companion bindery

Tue the bindery, all operating good 
order, includes Model Cleveland Folder; 40” Sey- 
bold cutter; vertical and rotary Rosback perforators; 
Portland punching machine; Challenge drilling machine; 
Smyth sewing machine; Seybold and Gane Brothers 
stamping machines, the latter with automatic roll feed 
attachment; Fortuna skiving machine; Potdevin gluer; 
both roller backer and job backer; standing press; 
Boston and Morrison stitcher, and other miscellaneous 
equipment. 

The regular courses for the young students consist 
hand and machine composition, cylinder and platen 
press work, and pamphlet binding, which under the 
supervision Clarence Worsham.

Second year: Padding and inspecting; trimming 
scratch pads; setting, oiling, and cleaning punching and 
perforating machines, hand folding—three folds; tipping 
end sheets; gluing covers; cutting stock—simple 
feeding side stitcher, and ext. covers; caring for scrap 
stock; wrapping and packing; caring for printed stock 
forms; wrapping magazines for mailing; feeding rotary 
perforator. 

Third year: Perforator and punching machine adjust- 
ments; setting stitcher, parallel folder, and stacker; 
hand folding (four trimming padded jobs; pag- 
ing and hand numbering; round cornering; inspecting; 
saddle and side sewing lacing and tying, and 
binding dues cards, receipts, etc. 

Fourth year: Stitcher mechanism; general stock cut- 
ting; trimming pamphlets and books; paper (grades, 
sizes, and modern methods packaging; 
reception and care stock stockroom; folding ma- 
chine; setting scoring and perforating devices, 16- and 
A., double letter fold, trick unusual folds. 
Undoubtedly, active curriculum.

Certain trends, however, are noticeable. Says Frank- 
lin Spier, Franklin Spier, Inc., the advertising agency 
for Doubleday Doran, Farrar Rinehart, Rand 
Nally, and host other publishers, books 
questionable value, marginal books, are being eliminated 
from publishers’ lists.

Many publishers 
are cautious and warn against over-optimism. pres- 
ent increased demand for books,” says James Henle, 
Vanguard Press, “has brought many ‘fair-weather 
friends’ publishers. Usually they are not geared 
book sales but serve only temporary outlets, selling 
books because there shortage other materials.

Then the 
clippings are inspected for imperfections specially trained 
women, before the fibres are cooked the big “digesters.” 
These monster “pots” remove the size which was added the 
making the textiles. 

The load fibres next dumped into the big “beaters” 
which the steel bars huge roll and bed plate thoroughly 
reduce the fibres compact yet watery mass. this 
point that certain chemicals and colors are added create 
the various grades and colors. The blended and beaten “stuff” 
gets still further refinement the “Jordan engine,” which 
reduces the fibres uniform length. The mass then trans- 
ferred big tile-lined “stuff chest,” which the paper-to- 
kept constantly agitated pumped through still 
another cleaning device, and finally through 
cylindrical screen. The stuff now ready for the papermaking 
machine.

From piano wires speedy disc rulers with revolutionary 
role played electronics: that’s the story pen ruling 
Hickok Mfg. Co.’s new book, “Between the 
Lines.” soon published commemorate the company’s 
100th anniversary. 

Paper ruling, according the new book, got its start 
1900 when Bavarian, Sigmund Adam, noticed the difficulty 
with which university students ruled the lines necessary for 
their studies music. machine consisted piano 
wires that were pressed down means felt pad onto 
the paper. When this method was found wasteful 
constructed cylinder upon which were mounted thin disks 
that were inked from felt roller. Upon cranking the cylinder 
the discs were rotated across the paper, producing fine 
thin line. 

was not until 1835 that ruling machine able supply 
business with ruled forms was developed Hathaway, 
American, the book reports. Paper was fed onto cloth 
conveyor which was turned hand until the paper, held fast 
the cloth strings, came under the pen the point where 
the ruling was begin. Three people were needed operate 
this machine. 

1844 Hickok entered into the business manufac- 
turing bookbinding specialties. When the limitations con- 
temporary ruling machines became evident began study 
methods improvements and 1852 patented “Improved 
Ruling Machine.” Its distinctive feature was the use two 
cloths that permitted ruled sheets dry they passed 
through the machne and laid automatically re- 
ceiving box, thus eliminating one operator. 1874 Hickok 
introduced his O-A Striker which caused the pens lift and 
drop one more predetermined positions means 
gears.

there were three distinct styles, with innumerable 
variations, contesting for popularity. was not in- 
tentional race; simply the march evolution. Each 
typefounder-printer did the best could with such 
knowledge and taste and ingenuity possessed. 
long each worked very much alone followed the 
manner his time and place, but with the wider dis- 
tribution books printer could compare the three 
styles and pattern his type the one considered 
best. There was such thing ‘public acceptance’ 
those days; people read what they could get and 
asked for more; anything they could recognize words 
was acceptable. few printers chose the gothics, angu- 
lar Germany and round Spain, but the great ma- 
jority followed the roman pattern, refining the letter 
forms techniques and tastes improved. 

There was historical, economic, esthetic com- 
pulsion. The roman alphabet stepped out ahead and has 
continued general use simply because more read- 
able, easier the eyes. 

more and more type was used, new faces were 
modeled their predecessors and contemporaries, grad- 
ually getting farther and farther away from the calli- 
graphic prototype. Popularity shifted from one variant 
another; there was new Miss Type Design perhaps 
not every year but fairly often. 

Caslon, for example, was not highly esteemed first 
except few discriminating critics, the general opinion 
being that was weak comparison with the Dutch 
types from which was copied. repeat 
conditions that period, compare Carlon Old Face 
with the Linotype Monotype Janson today.

urges re-use containers 


Fibre board construction currently running behind actual 
according WPB booklet container con- 
currently being distributed the BMI. Since con- 
tainers all types are critically scarce, the booklet lists meth- 
ods conserving and re-using fibre containers order 
meet the shortage. 

Set-up paper boxes, for example, can collapsed cut- 
ting tearing the four corner stays. They can packed flat 
and used corrugated containers. The corners can re- 
taped and the boxes used again. The seals corrugated and 
solid fibre containers, advises the booklet, can best broken 
sliding wooden paddle back and forth, not and down, 
underneath flaps. This does not damage the containers. 
the container gum-taped, cut tape and collapse the box. 
Tie bundles. After collapsing and bundling, the containers 
are returned the original shipper for re-use. There 
the containers are inspected and sorted. Those not re-usable 
are saved for salvage.

Containers that are not returned the original shipper, 
re-usable, should sold used container dealer.

Summarized, the report shows that consumption 
pulpwood, waste paper, and paper remains startlingly 
high levels. one case has production inventory 
able overhaul the mounting total consumption. 
significant note, when one seeks find out where 
all the paper going, that WPB estimates that 38.6% 
purchased and used directly for the war, 33.5% mainly 
war economy, and the remainder, 27.9%, for civil- 
ian economy. Federal agencies exclusive the services 
consume approximately the supply paper 
and paperboard. 

The report continues, amid dozens tables usage, 
production, ete., note these salient facts: the total 
production paper and paperboard, book paper ac- 
counts for 8.5% that figure—it the fourth largest 
type the list, and 9.2% wood pulp production, the 
third largest sum, allocated its manufacture. 


The report proceeds break each subdivision paper 
and board production down into elemental facts show 
its relativity the general picture. The report cites 
that books require 11% the total production book 
paper the then goes show that “Book 
paper production, like newsprint, has dropped sharply 
since the 1941 peak (2,025,891 tons) but was about

the last two years before the war.” 

The report continues for several pages more, con- 
cluding with the pungent, portentous observation: 
those charge the WPB Salvage Division, believe 
that the present goal 8,000,000 tons wastepaper 
year can and will reached Americans become 
waste paper conscious they are, for instance, 
England.” 

The tight outlook for the paper situation has not been suffi- 
ciently eased the current paper salvage campaign. The 
reason for this can quickly noticed when comparing Eng- 
land’s record with our own. According latest figures, about 
70% paper and board consumed salvaged. the 
the figure about 40%. Waste paper being salvaged the 
rate 6,000,000 tons year, while the minimum requirements 
for 1944 are far higher. 

Obviously the deficit must met one the two possible 
solutions: end use control rationing; increased salvage 
and paper conservation. number book paper consumers 
have thus far not fully participated the salvage drive be- 
cause, commonly said, “waste paper isn’t used for making 
paper anyway.” That viewpoint 
sighted. must borne mind that waste paper used 
the manufacture cheaper grades will release that much 
virgin pulp for use book paper. 

According reports “Paper Progress” the WPB may 
extend restrictions over end uses paperboard and box board. 
addition, the WPB being urged stabilize board mill 
activity about 85% capacity that raw material supply 
will balance mill requirements. the mills not produce 
adequate supplies, i.e., the amounts previously established, 
pulp may accomplished priority system. The 
success such control one branch the industry may 
mean its extension other branches. Which all another 
way saying: why wait until it’s too late?

sales rise, titles fall 


While the sales books continued their steady rise, the 
number titles published last year fell 12%, according 
compilation Publishers’ Weekly. The 1943 total 8,325 
compared with 1942’s 9,526, and 1941’s 

The Doubleday Doran group’s output continued lead the 
list with 486 titles, less than 1942. Closely following are 
312; Grosset Dunlap, 287; Harper, 225; McGraw 
Hill, 192; Transatlantic Art, 154; Dutton, 119; Scribner, 
113. 

Fiction decreased 185 titles, but the size the editions 
sold increased considerably. The number juvenile titles 
dropped from 864 690. Biggest drop was books poetry 
and drama that fell from 594 393. All other topics also 
dropped with the surprising exception Philosophy and 
Ethics which rose from 215; and books Education, 
from 215 256. Books Science rose from 397 449. 

British titles also dropped considerably, with estimated 
6,705 published 1943, according The Bookseller, London. 
This contrasts with the pre-war figure 14,904 for 1939. 
Critical paper shortage and loss Canadian and Australian 
markets through shipping difficulties are major reasons for 
decline British titles. The Bookseller comments that

the arrangement the type pages the printing 
arrangement necessarily must planned that 
when the printed sheets are sent through the folding machines 
they will emerge book signatures with the pages proper 
numerical sequence. 

For standard book work there are number different 
impositions. The one used determined first all 
the number pages printed the sheet and the num- 
ber pages each book The number pages 
each signature depends generally upon the weight and 
fnish the paper and the total number pages the 
Signatures and pages are the most generally 
used book work, although for certain jobs they may 
down Lighter weight papers under lbs. basic, 
usually will imposed for 32-page signatures, perhaps 64; 
the heavier stocks 16’s, occasionally 8’s. ‘The number 
pages the printed sheet depends, course, the 
relation the page size the sheet size. 


planning imposition 


extremely important that close collaboration main- 
tained between the binder and printer planning imposition. 
The binder knows how the pages should imposed order 
handled efficiently his folding machines, and should 
furnish the imposition with his folding machine guide mark- 
ings. The printer should check the binder’s imposition see 
conflicts with any peculiarities lockup, grain the 
paper, press sheet size. The printer also should check 
see that the imposition such that the grain the paper 
runs parallel the backbone the book. Folding “cross- 
grain” the machines creates difficulties that slow the 
job and are apt result wrinkling buckling the 
folding, and subsequent production inferior book. The 
printer also should lock press forms that the wasteage 
the sheet distributed evenly across, not all one side 
machines. 

Another point remember that standard impositions 
the guide the printing sheet becomes the binder’s 
gripper edge, and the printer’s gripper edge becomes the 
binder’s guide. cases where the sheets are slit press, 
the slit edge should the binder’s guide. can seen 
that the two working hands the binder and printer each 
should know what the other doing. 

The standard impositions cited here are for use Dexter 
Chambers folding machines. Clevelands operate differently 
and can great asset the bindery when complicated, odd 
unusual impositions are folded. Space, however, does 
not permit discussion here the great variety unusual im- 
positions that can brought bear jobs requiring such 
treatment. 


fundamental 16-page 


The fundamentals imposition may understood start- 
ing with 16-page signature folded from printed sheet 
pages the side the sheet with page it, will 
follows, reading left right, with four pages each row: 
5-12-9-8; 4-13-16-1. Turning the sheet over from left right 
the arrangement the pages the other side will be: 7-10- 
The heads the pages are toward each 
other. 

arranging the page numbers sheet paper those 
Sequences will seen that and are directly back 
back, are and and with all pages. The sheet 
three right angle folds. The first fold made half, 
parallel with the height the type page, folding that 
page the outside. The next right angles, still keep- 
the outside, which automatically throws the outside 
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too. Thus you have complete 16-page signature, the pages 
proper numerical order. This imposition usually called 
Right Angle 16. 

With 32-page sheet—16 side—the variety imposi- 
tions begins increase, depending upon the number pages 
desired for each signature. it’s 32-page signature 
one section, folds are necessary the folding machine. 
it’s 32-page signature two 16-page sections, one 
inserted the other, done with three folds, the sheet 
being cut half the machine after the first 
the two halves are folded and automatically inserted the 
machine. it’s two separate 16-page signatures, cut 
made but the two sections are separated the machine in- 
stead being inserted. 

different imposition required for each these. 
practical test with folded sheet paper will quickly show 
why. With the single-section 32, the sheet folded one unit, 
become single signature. When the consists in- 
serted 16’s, the last two folds are done two units, and the 
imposed that when the insert made, the 
pages will proper numerical sequence. With the two 
separate 16’s, the imposition must planned that the 
numerical sequence will correct when the two signatures 
are placed one top the other, instead one inside the 
other. 


32-page impositions 

For the single section 32-page signature, the pages are ar- 
ranged follows. The side with page it, reading left 
right: 9-24-17-16; 8-25-32-1; 5-28-29-4; 12-21-30-13. Turn- 
ing the sheet left right, the backup will follows: 15-18- 
23-10; 2-31-26-7; 3-30-27-6; 14-19-22-11. This imposition 
usually called Straight 32. 

The 2-section, page imposition called Double Insert. 
Following the same method above the pages are arranged 
thus: 13-20-17-16; 12-21-24-9; 4-29-32-1. The other 
side: 15-18-19-14; 10-23-22-11; 7-26-27-6; 2-31-30-3. 

The two 16-page signatures imposition called Double 
Straight. Following the same method above, the arrange- 
ment the pages is: 20-29-32-17; 5-12-9-8; 4-13- 
16-1. The other side: 23-26-27-22; 18-31-30-19; 7-10-11-6; 
15-14-3. 

the number pages each sheet increases, naturally 
the number possible impositions increases also, depending 
upon the number pages the signatures, and how they 
are folded. 


64-page impositions 


64-page sheet—32 side—for instance, one impo- 
sition will required for separate signatures. 
different one needed the 32-page signature in- 
serted 16’s. Weight the paper and number pages the 
book may even call for 64-page signature made in- 
serted 32’s, which requires still different imposition. the 
weight finish the paper may such that 16-page separate 
signatures are necessary. Still other impositions are necessary 
when two more sets the same pages are printed the 
same side the sheet—two-up, 4-up, and on. 

There are number impositions designed spread 
limited color impressions over many sections the book 
possible. ingenious production department may plan 
take 16-page forms, for example, and have the printed sheet 
cut before folding into and This, and other variations 
can worked out that the limited color pages certain 
section the finished book will fall consecutively, rather 
than alternately, they would normal imposition. 

Complicated impositions, however, are not normally en- 
countered standard book work and should avoided when- 
ever possible. The above descriptions the fundamentals 
should sufficient give the reader grounding basic 
theories and practical applications.
